delegates,  Janet  Hodges,  a  BYU  stu¬ 
dent  handling  public  relations  for  this 
year’s  assembly,  said,  “I  think  that’s 
obvious.  We  were  aghast  at  the  bill. 
We  don’t  think  it  will  be  passed  by  the 
assembly.” 

“The  bill  is  not  sponsored  by  the 
BYU  delegation  as  a  whole,”  said 
Roger  Sharp,  a  BYU  student  working 
with  UIA  public  relations. 

Sharp  explained  bills  submitted  by 
BYU  are  written  by  members  of  a 
Political  Science  399R  class,  many  of 
whom  are  UIA  delegates. 

Russell  Clark,  the  teaching  assistant 
who  works  with  students  in  the  class, 
said  the  bill,  although  written  by  one 
of  his  students,  Monta  Smith,  is  being 
sponsored  by  a  person  from  Utah 
Technical  College  because  no  member 
of  the  BYU  delegation  would  sponsor 
it.  Clark  is  a  senator  from  the  BYU 
delegation,  and  Miss  Smith  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  BYU  staff. 

“Students  are  encouraged  to  make 
resolutions  within  Church  standards,” 
Clark  said.  “Beyond  that  they  are 
pretty  much  on  their  own  ...  We  do 
have  to  recognize  the  policy  of  free 
agency.” 

“I  don’t  see  how  Utah  Tech  could  be 
sponsoring  the  bill,”  said  the  author. 
Miss  Smith,  “because  BYU  students 
will  be  responsible  for  getting  it 


through  committee  and  to  argue  it  on 
the  floor.” 

Clark  added  that  students  who  take 
the  time  to  draft  legislation  should 
have  the  opportunity  to  see  them 
debated  in  the  UIA. 

Sharp  said  bills  are  not  voted  on  in 
advance  by  the  BYU  delegation 
because  “we’d  like  to  avoid  the  idea  of 
a  separate  BYU  delegation,  then  a 
separate  University  of  Utah  delega¬ 
tion,  each  with  their  minds  made  up, 
competing  and  not  being  able  to  com¬ 
promise  with  one  another.” 

Gov.  Ferre,  from  Utah  State  Univer¬ 
sity,  said  bills  to  be  submitted  by  the 
USlJ  delegation  are  not  voted  on  in  ad¬ 
vance,  but  sbe  said  their  delegation 
chairman  can  exercise  control  over  a 
bill  before  it  is  submitted  to  the  UIA  if 
it  “obviously”  would  not  pass  or  is  im¬ 
practical. 

BYU’s  delegation  chairman  “con¬ 
ceivably”  could  take  the  same  action. 
Sharp  said,  “but  it’s  not  practical. 
Probably  he  would  go  to  the  delegate 
who  wrote  the  resolution  and  help  him 
to  ammend  the  bill.” 

Twelve  universities  and  colleges 
from  across  the  state  will  be  represen¬ 
ted  in  this  year’s  session  to  begin 
Thursday  at  the  State  Capitol 
Building. 

BYU  will  have  the  largest  delegation 
in  attendance  with  nineteen 
recognized  delegates.

Pres.  Oaks 
backs  plan 
for  safety 


Reducing  holiday  accidents  and  sav¬ 
ing  lives  will  be  the  purpose  of  a  free 
“car  safety  check”  on  Monday,  said 
Robert  W.  Kelshaw,  BYU 
Security/Police  chief. 

The  safety  check,  part  of  a  holiday 
safety  campaign,  will  be  from  10  a.m. 
to  5  p.m.  in  tbe  west  stadium  parking 
lot. 

BYU  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks  and 
ASBYU  Pres.  Martin  Reeder  have  en¬ 
dorsed  the  campaign  and  encourage 
the  support  of  each  member  of  the  un¬ 
iversity  community  to  “treat  them¬ 
selves  to  a  safe  holiday  by  driving 
defensively.” 

“The  campaign  can  be  accom¬ 
plished  if  each  member  of  the  univer¬ 
sity  family,  while  driving,  will  be  cour¬ 
teous,  patient,  have  ample  rest  and 
make  sure  their  vehicles  are 
mechanically  sound  prior  to  departing 
campus  for  the  holidays,”  Pres.  Oaks 
said, 


Holiday  accidents 

Kelshaw  feels  many  holiday  acci¬ 
dents  are  caused  because  motorists  are 
not  aware  of  the  dangers  of  heavy  traf¬ 
fic  and  icy  roads. 

“We  want  to  alert  students  to  the 
hazards  they  may  be  faced  with  during 
the  holiday  season  so  they  can  go  home 
and  return  safely  to  continue  their 
education.” 

“Over  the  past  three  years,  25  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  university  family  have 
either  been  fatally  or  seriously  injured 
in  auto  accidents  during  the  holiday 
season,”  Kelshaw  said. 

Sgt.  Kal  O.  Farr,  BYU 
Security/Police  patrol  division,  said 
the  auto  club  will  help  Security  officers 
check  the  cars  and  the  State  Highway 
Department  will  put  on  safety 
demonstrations. 

“Hopefully  we  can  save  some  lives,” 
Farr  said. 


Safety  check 

According  to  Farr  the  following 
items  will  be  checked:  brakes,  external 
check  for  adjustments  and  leaks;  tires, 
for  wear  and  alignment  problems;  ex¬ 
haust  system,  for  leaks  and  weak 
points;  fuel  system,  for  leaks;  electrical 
system,  for  defective  lights;  steering 
system,  for  dangerous  slack;  and 
speedometer,  a  radar  check  to  avoid 
any  undeserved  citations. 

“This  safety  check  does  not  replace 
the  required  state  inspection,”  Farr 
said.'Tt  is  merely  a  courtesy  service 
provided  to  tell  a  person  how  safe  his 
vehicle  is.” 

Kelshaw  said  the  Utah  Department 
of  Highway  Safety  will  have  an 
automobile  equipped  with  air  bags  and 
a  “seat  belt  convincer”  demonstration 
at  the  safety  check. 

Those  who  wish  to  do  so  may  take 
■  part  in  the  seat  belt  demonstration, 
Kelshaw  said.  The  “convincer”  is  some 
type  of  mechanical  device  to  show  the 
effects  of  sudden  stops,  he  added. 


Bar  confidentiality  rules  prohibit 
bar  members  from  discussing 
proceedings  or  any  information  on  the 
complaints.  However,  some  persons  in¬ 
volved  have  disclosed  some  informa¬ 
tion. 

One  complaint  alleges  Hansen, 
while  a  private  attorney,  kept  child 
support  money  belonging  to  a  client. 

A  second  complaint  alleges  Hansen 
improperly  gave  information  to  a  Salt 
Lake  City  television  newsman  on  a 
background  check  of  prospective 
jurors. 

The  Deseret  News  in  Salt  Lake  City 
reported  Wednesday  that  it  had  lear¬ 
ned  the  prosecution  in  the  hearing  in¬ 
tends  to  call  four  news  reporters  to 
testify  about  off-the-record  and  dn- 
the-record  discussions  with  officials. 

One  witness  called  Wednesday  was 
Winona  Emarine  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
who  maintained  Hansen  kept  child 
support  money  meant  for  her. 

Salt  Lake  County  Attorney  Paul 
Van  Dam  sent  a  letter  to  the  bar  earlier 
this  year  asking  for  a  formal  review  of 
allegations  that  Hansen  co-mingled 
Mrs.  Emarine’s  money  with  his  own 
personal  and  professional  accounts. 

Van  Dam  said  his  office  took  no  legal 
actions  against  Hansen  because  the 
statute  of  limitations  prevented  it  at 
that  time. 

Mrs.  Emarine  has  said  that  Hansen 
paid  her  more  than  $2,000  to  settle  the 
matter  out-of-court  early  this  year. 


Also  called  as  a  witness  was  Tom 
Horton,  a  former  KUTV  reporter.  Hor¬ 
ton  has  maintained  that  Hansen,  while 
a  deputy  attorney  general,  made  com¬ 
ments  to  him  about  a  background 
check  of  prospective  jurors  in  a  por¬ 
nography  trial. 

Horton  alleges  Hansen  told  him  a 
check  was  made  with  bishops  of  poten¬ 
tial  jurors  who  were  members  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  as  to  the  likelihood  of  their 
voting  for  conviction. 

Hansen  said  the  remarks  were  off  the 
record,  but  Horton,  who  used  the  com¬ 
ments  in  a  story,  said  they  were  not. 

The  bar  panel  could  clear  Hansen, 
reprimand  him  or  recommend  the 
Utah  Supreme  Court  take  one  of 
several  disciplinary  actions,  the  most 
severe  of  which  would  be  disbarment. 

Lee  said  the  confidentiality  rule  re¬ 
quires  bar  members  not  to  disclose  an 
attorney's  name  or  the  nature  of  any 
charge  against  him  until  after  a  case 
has  been  filed  with  the  Utah  Supreme 
Court. 

The  proposed  changes  would  permit 
members  to  say  who  is  coming  before  a 
bar  hearing  and  the  complaint  made. 

The  proposed  revisions,  also  would 
give  a  hearing  officer  the  option  of 
allowing  the  press  and  public  to  view  a 
hearing,  unless  it  proves  disruptive,  he 
said.  If  the  change  is  approved,  Lee 
said  it  probably  would  be  filed  Monday 
with  the  state  Supreme  Court. 


Iran  will  seek  price  freeze 
at  OPEC  meet  shah  says 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  shah 
of  Iran  disclosed  Wednesday  night  that 
his  country  will  seek  a  price  freeze 
when  the  13-nation  OPEC  cartel  meets 
next  month  in  Venezuela  to  decide 
whether  to  increase  world  oil  prices. 

The  shah  made  the  announcement 
at  a  news  conference  which  wound  up 
his  violence-marred  state  visit  here. 
Heavy  police  forces  kept  rival  groups  of 
Iranian  demonstrators  from  a  second 
day  of  violent  clashes  Wednesday  as 
the  shah  and  President  Carter  con¬ 
cluded  their  talks. 

Because  Iran  wields  considerable  in¬ 
fluence  within  the  oil  cartel,  the  shah’s 
announcement  represented  a  victory 
for  President  Carter’s  hopes  for  a  price 
freeze. 

Carter  has  said  that  any  price  in¬ 
crease  would  be  disruptive  to  world 
economic  stability,  and  the  shah  said 
the  president’s  arguments  over  the 
past  two  days  convinced  him  to  change 
his  policy  of  neutrality  in  the  upcom¬ 
ing  talks. 

“After  perusing  the  world  economic 
situation,  we  have  come  to  this  conclu¬ 
sion  to  give  you  a  break,”  the  shah 
said.  Only  last  week,  the  shah  had  told 
interviewers  that  Iran  would  remain 
neutral  on  the  oil  price  question  at  the 
Caracas,  Venezuela,  meeting. 

The  shah  said  he  would  be  willing  to 
support  a  12-month  freeze  on  prices. 
The  current  world  price  of  oil  is  about 
$12.50  per  barrel  and  most  other  oil- 
producing  states  will  seek  a  price  in¬ 
crease. 

Saudi  Arabia,  the  world’s  leading  oil 
producer  and  the  most  powerful  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  cartel,  has  said  a  modest  rise 
is  justified  because  of  the  declining 
value  of  the  dollar  and  inflation  in 
western  industrialized  countries. 

It  is  believed  the  Saudis  will  seek  an 
increase  of  about  five  percent  while 
other  members  of  the  cartel  favor  a 
much  larger  hike.  Iraq,  for  example,  is 
proposing  a  23  percent  increase.  •

Only  four 
out  of  150  students  said  they  knev/ 
“nothing”  about  the  GE  requirements. 

Tom  Dickson,  vice  president  of 
ASBYU  Academics,  said  600  names  of 
students  in  the  program  were  ran¬ 
domly  selected  by  computer. 

Dickson  said  the  office  received  ad¬ 
vice  from  a  faculty  member  “who 
helped  with  the  questionnaire  and  told 
us  how  to  use  the  computer.”  Dickson 
declined  to  name  the  faculty  member. 

Volunteers  for  the  Academics  Office, 
under  the  direction  of  Kim 
McNamara,  contacted  150  of  those 
students  in  a  telephone  survey. 

“When  you  are  taking  a  random 
sampling  of  five  or  six  thousand  stu¬ 
dents  (the  approximate  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  effected  by  the  new  require¬ 
ments),  150  students  is  an  adequate 
sample  and  should  reflect  the  opinions 
of  the  majority,”  Dickson  said. 


The  purpose  of  the  survey,  Dickson 
said,  was  to  pinpoint  those  areas  where 
students  have  problems  with  the 
program  and  then  “make  their 
responses  available  to  whoever  wants 
them  so  efforts  to  improve  the  program 
can  be  directed  to  those  specific 
areas.” 

Brent  Weber,  ASBYU  Academic  ad¬ 
vocate,  said  it  doesn’t  matter  if  the 
students’  complaints  are  justified  or 
not,  but  simply  because  they  exist, 
they  should  be  expressed.  A  survey  in¬ 
dicating  student  reactions  and  ideas  is 
“long  overdue,”  he  said. 

“What  the  survey  shows,  basically, 
is  that  the  students  want  the  program 
and  want  to  work  with  it,  but  they  do 
see  areas  that  have  problems  that  need 
to  be  worked  out.” 

One  of  the  questions  asked  students 
to  list  one  or  two  changes  they  would 


like  made  in  the  program.  The  sugges¬ 
tions  made  most  often  were  to  have  the 
classes  better  prepare  the  students  to 
take  the  evaluations,  offer  an  ad¬ 
ditional  final  in  the  class  besides  the 
GE  final,  streamline  the  procedures  for 
passing  the  requirements  and  provide 
more  information  and  explanations 
about  tbe  program.  Eleven  students 
did  suggest  dropping  the  entire 
program  with  its  evaluation  system. 

Weber  said,  “we  could  give  some 
constructive  criticism  from  the  infor¬ 
mation  we’ve  learned  from  the  sur¬ 
vey.”  Dickson  added  that  the  survey 
would  have  been  a  waste  of  time  if 
everyone  had  said  they  “loved  the 
program.” 

The  Academics  Office  is  “pro  GE.” 
Dickson  said,  “I  think  this  new 
program  is  part  of  what  is  going  to 
make  BYU  a  top-ranked  institution, 
academically,  because  it  lets  students 


test-out  in  subjects  they  are  strong  in 
and  allows  them  more  time  to  pursue 
their  major.  It  also  gives  credibility  to 
the  grading  system  at  BYU.” 

Dickson  said  the  big  problem  seems 
to  be  that  students  are  not  sure  where 
the  best  place  is  to  receive  counseling 
or  advice  on  general  education  require¬ 
ments. 

“The  best  place  is  the  Learning  Ser¬ 
vices  Center  in  the  Library,  also  called 
the  GE  Center,”  he  said,  “yet  only  14 
percent  of  the  students  said  they  would 
go  there  for  help,  while  over  half  of  the 
students  said  they  would  go  to  their 
college  advisement  center  first.” 

“We  want  to  draw  the  students’  at¬ 
tention  to  the  Center  in  the  library 
because  it’s  great;  there  are  tutors 
available  all  day  long  and  they  can 
provide  the  best  information  for  the 
students.” 


The  shah  cautioned  that  oil  prices 
cannot  ^  remain  at  present  levels  in¬ 
definitely.

Center  Street 
night  parking 
resumes  soon 

Lifting  of  the  late-night  parking  ban 
along  Center  Street,  approved  by  city 
commissioners  earlier  this  week,  goes 
into  effect  Nov.  25. 

“We  have  suspended  the  closing  of 
Center  Street  during  the  December 
shopping  period  and  into  the  January 
clearance  sales,”  Provo  Mayor  Russell 
D.  Grange  said.  “If  it  appears  that  we 
have  no  more  problems,  we  will  con¬ 
tinue  suspension  of  the  ban.” 

Lifting  of  the  ban  was  an  “ad¬ 
ministrative  decision”  made  by  the 
city  fathers  Tuesday,  according  to 
Provo  Police  Capt.  Max  Littlefield. 

“The  ordinance  that  originally 
closed  the  street  will  b6  left  on  the 
books  until  it  is  needed  again,”  Lit¬ 
tlefield  explained.  “There  never  has 
been  a  problem  on  Center  Street  in  the 
winter,  and  we  don’t  anticipate  a 
problem  until  spring,  if  then.” 

The  many  cars  cruising  the  street 
and  group  gatherings  prompted  the 
street’s  closing  during  the  summer. 

Gordon  W.  Bullock,  president  of 
Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce,  said  he 
felt  the  ban  had  been  effective  in  con¬ 
trolling  undesirable  traffic  through 
Center  Street  during  late  evening  and 
early  morning  hours. 

He  asked  to  have  the  ban  later  in  the 
evening,  but  the  commissioners  or¬ 
dered  the  dropping  of  the  chains. 

“I  have  talked  with  a  majority  of  the 
merchants  who  favor  the  action  taken 
by  the  commission,”  Bullock  said.

Dr.  Jim  Bergera, 
director  of  Special  Programs  for  Provo  School  Dis¬ 
trict,  said  the  center  will  be  built  west  of  the 
Wasatch  School.  An  acre  of  land  for  the  facility  was 
obtained  from  BYU  in  a  99-year  lease. 

The  site  was  selected  for  its  proximity  to  the 
proposed  Total  University  Clinic,  a  facility  that  is 
planned  to  centralize  all  university  clinical  services. 
“We  wanted  it  to  be  adjacent  to  the  clinic  for  the 
clinical  services  and  student  clinicians  involved  in 
our  program,”  Bergera  said. 

The  concept  of  the  special  education  center  is  to 
combine  a  physical  therapy  program  and  classroom 
instruction  with  training  in  home  living  skills.  A 
home  living  center  will  be  included  for  the  teaching 
of  these  skills. 

Bergera  said  the  center  must  be  ready  for  students 
by  June  1979  when  the  school  districts’  contract  with 
the  St.  Francis  School  expires. 


ERA  sponsor  against  extension

sponsor  of  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment  says  ex¬ 
tending  the  deadline  for  passage  would  be  changing 
the  rules  at  the  last  minute,  and  he  opposes  the  idea.

topography,”  says  a  final  environmental  impact 
statement. 

Regardless  of  the  statement,  however,  none  of  the 
U.S.  Navy-produced  Weteye  bombs  —  never  before 
used  in  combat  —  will  be  moved  imtil  Defense 
Secretary  Harold  Brown  or  President  Carter  gives 
the  okay.

“It’s  next  to  impossible  to  keep  from 
smoking  if  someone  else  in  the  same 
house  is  a  smoker,”  Valentine  said. 

When  asked  how  he  became  in¬ 
volved  in  the  campai^,  Valentine 
said,  “I’m  not  overly  excited  about  the 
idea  of  not  smoking,  but  if  stopping  for 
24  hours  will  help  the  campaign,  I  can 
live  without  it.” 

“I  think  smoking  is  one  of  the 
stupidest  things  anyone  can  do 
because  it’s  so  unhealthy,”  he  said. 
“I’m  a  heavy  smoker  because  of  the 
business  I’m  irt  and  because  it’s 
become  an  uncontrollable  habit.” 

“I  did  quit  for  six  months  because  I 
had  a  heart  attack,  but  picked  it  up 


again  soon  after  I  recovered,”  Valen¬ 
tine  said. 

“I  usually  smoke  a  pack  or  two  at 
work  and  then  come  home  and  not 
smoke  at  all  because  the  pressure  is 
off.” 

“The  news  business  is  a  smokey 
business.  Most  everyone  who  writes  or 
works  for  a  big  paper  smokes. 
Everyone  knows  the  last  thing  a  writer 
wants  to  do  is  write,  and  smoking  a 
cigarette  is  the  best  method  of 
procrastination  that  I  know  of.  When  I 
began  writing  my  first  book  I  smoked  a 
lot  and  have  ever  since.” 

Valentine  strongly  encourages 
smokers  to  quit  smoking  and  those  who 
haven’t  started  to  not  begin.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  House 
energy  conferees  yielded  to  Senate 
pressure  Wednesday  and  agreed  to 
abandon  President  Carter’s  proposal  to 
force  electric  utilities  to  overhaul  their 
rates. 

The  retreat  by  House  negotiators 
was  a  major  setback  to  Carter’s  hopes 
of  salvaging  his  embattled  energy 
program  as  House-Senate  conference 
committees  drafted  the  compromise  on 
national  energy  legislation. 

Although  the  House  passed  most  of 
Carter’s  energy  proposals,  the  Senate 
rejected  the  key  elements,  including 
his  proposal  for  national  minimum 
standards  for  electric  rates. 

These  standards  would  have  re¬ 
quired  utilities  to  sell  power  at  lower 
costs  to  consumers  who  use  it  at  night 
or  during  other  off-peak  hours  and 


would  have  prohibited  the  practice  of 
selling '  electricity  at  bargain  rates  to 
big  industries. 

Senate  conferees  put  off  a  final  deci¬ 
sion  on  the  electric  rate  issue  until  this 
morning,  saying  they  needed  more 
time  to  study  the  action  by  House  ■ 
members  of  the  conference  committee. 

House  conferees  told  senators  they 
would  reluctantly  support  a  measure 
leaving  the  decision  of  revamping  rate 
structures  entirely  up  to  state  TheGood 
regulatory  agencies.  Neighbor. 


The  major  House  concession  came 
after  a  three-day  impasse  during  which 
senators  repeatedly  refused  to  consider 
any  form  of  mandatory  national  stan¬ 
dards  for  electric  rates.

Of  course  talent,

“Most  Preferred  Man” 
was  a  long  tradition  at 
BYU  until  1970. 


It  all  started  at  the 
first  women’s  choice 
event  in  1909,  a  party 
sponsored  by  the 
Associated  Women  Stu¬ 
dents  of  BYU.  A  1909 
newspaper  story  from 
the  “White  and  Blue” 
reported  that  young 
male  students  were  seen 
“primping  and  mirror 


gazing”  for  many  days 
before  the  females’ 
party. 

It  was  decided  that  a 
“Most  Preferred  Man” 
should  be  chosen  every 
year  at  Preference  time 
—  a  BYU  bachelor  who 
would  “represent  the 
cream  of  the  crop,  as  far 
as  BYU  coeds  were  con¬ 
cerned.” 

“Eleven  BYU  males 
are  anxiously  wondering 
which  one  of  them  is 


sought  after  by  campus 
coeds,”  the  Daily  Un¬ 
iverse  reported  in  1967,  a 
few  days  before  the  big  e- 
vent. 


Preference  was  run  a 
little  differently  in  those 
days.  Women  reported 
according  to  the  last  two 
digits  of  their  Social 
Security  number,  armed 
with  a  list  of  three  men 
in  their  order  of 
preference.  When  a 
man’s  name  was 
received,  his  card  was 
pulled  so  that  he 
wouldn’t  be  asked  twice, 
and  an  invitation  was 
sent.

“Our  center  has  an  ‘A’  for  having  what  we’ve  got 
in  operation  this  fast,”  said  Fritze.  Bone  credits  the 
progress  to  elected  officials  and  others  who  have 
given  their  support  to  the  operation. 

Causes  problems 

The  first  year  has  been  a  year  of  initial  programm¬ 
ing  and  debugging.  The  real  value  of  the  computer 
would  not  show  itself  until  the  following  year,  Fritze 
said. 

The  computer  lists  each  taxpayer  by  name,  ad¬ 
dress  and  tax  I.D.  number.  It  also  lists  a  legal 
description  of  the  property  owned,  the  tax  on  the 
property,  back  taxes  still  outstanding  and  other  fac¬ 
tors  affecting  taxes. 

The  computer  also  prints  tax  notices  and  tax 
evaluations  required  by  law  to  be  sent  out  each  year. 

All  this  work  has  been  done  manually  in  the  past, 
Fritze  said.  “Once  the  system  is  fully  operational, 
people  will  be  wondering  how  the  auditor  did  the 
work  for  150  years  without  a  computer.”

Athletic  ticket  policies  are  largely  controlled  by 
the  university  adihinistration,  not  the  Athletics  Of¬ 
fice,  according  to  Elden  Archibald,  ASBYU  Athletic 
vice  president. 

However,  student  ticket  distribution  is  an  area 
where  the  Athletic  Office  does  have  control. 

Archibald  said  a  recent  example  of  administration 
control  was  when  card  stunt  passes  were  to  be  han¬ 
ded  out  prior  to  the  first  football  game. 

“Our  plan  was  that  the  students  in  line  would 
sleep  overnight  and  we  would  sell  the  passes  at  6 
a.m.  as  planned,”  Archibald  said.  “The  Wilkinson 
Center  administrators  said  we  had  to  disperse  the 
line  and  hand  out  numbered  passes  signifying  places 
in  line.  This  decision  was  not  made  through  our  of¬ 
fice.” 

Curtis  Wynder,  assistant  director  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center  and  one  of  the  administrators  who  dispersed 
the  line,  said  he  wasn’t  aware  of  Archibald’s  plans  to 
allow  an  overnight  line. 


distributed  on  a  first-come-first-serve  basis.  Dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  2,000  tickets  begins  three  hours  prior 
to  game  time  at  the  southeast  comer  of  the  stadium. 

Any  remaining  tickets  are  distributed  at  the 
stadium  just  prior  to  the  game.  “No  one  will  be  tur¬ 
ned  away  from  a  game,”  Archibald  said.  “If  there 
aren’t  any  tickets  left,  students  may  watch  the  game 
from  the  grassy  area  to  the  east  of  the  north  end 
zone.” 


“I  think  the  policy  stinks,”  Ralph  Emmett, 
from  Provo,  said.  “I  like  the  way  Utah  State  does  it. 
You  just  show  your  activity  card  and  go  into  the 
game.” 

“It’s  great,  as  long  as  your  student  number  comes 
up  early,”  said  David  Mathis,  from  Annandale,  Va. 

“I  think  a  better  policy  would  be  to  distribute 
tickets  the  way  they  did  for  basketball  last  year,” 
said  Terry  Bjarson,  Salt  Lake  City.  “Computerize 
everybody’s  social  security  number  at  random.  If 
you  want  a  ticket,  you  sign  up  like  you  did  for 
basketball.  That  way  everyone  would  get  a  fair 
chance.” 


LA  SALLE,  Colo.

Avoid  long  lines 

“His  plan  doesn’t  fit  with  the  administration’s 
plan.  Pres.  Oaks  has  given  us  a  challenge  to  do  all  we 
can  to  avoid  long  lines  and  avoid  letting  students 
waste  their  time  standing  in  lines.” 

Another  area  under  administration  control  is  the 
price  of  card  stunt  passes.  Archibald  said  when  the 
Athletics  Office  proposed  to  raise  the  price  of  card 
stunt  passes  to  $2.50,  to  help  decrease  the  demand 
for  them,  the  administration  said  the  students, 
through  their  tuition,  have  already  paid,  in  addition 
to  paying  $1  for  the  tickets  anyway. 

Archibald  also  said  the  administration  controls 
how  many  student  seats  are  allotted  for  the  game. 
“The  administration  listens  to  and  considers 
proposals  from  the  Athletic  Office,  but  they  have  the 
final  say,”  Archibald  said. 

Beginning  at  8  a.m.  on  the  Thursday  before  each 
home  game,  6,800  block  seating  tickets  are 
distributed. 


Card  Stunt  tickets 

Card  Stunt  tickets,  given  only  to  students  who 


purchased  the  1,600  season  passes,  are  handed  out 
with  the  block  seating  tickets  Thursday  before  the 
game.

Random  seating 

“We  ran  a  random  seating  distribution  during 
basketball  season  for  years  and  years  and  never  got 
more  than  half  the  people  to  pick  up  their  random 
tickets,”  Wayne  Ware,  administrative  assistant  to 
Archibald  said. 

Concerning  mail  distribution  Ware  said,  “The 
Social  Office  tried  that  and  they  didn’t  feel  it  was 
the  most  equitable  way.” 

“Some  people  are  able  to  use  metered  mail  to  their 
advantage.  Also,  many  people  who  get  mail-order 
tickets  get  them  and  then  don’t  show  up.” 

Archibald  also  said  distribution  through  branch 
representatives  would  not  be  feasible.  “There  aren’t 
enough  tickets  for  every  branch,”  he  said.  “How 
could  you  decide  which  branches  should  get 
tickets?” 

Both  Archibald  and  Ware  said  that  at  BYU,  “with 
the  limitations  we  have  placed  on  us,  our  system  is 
the  best  idea  we  know  of.” 

Scott  Williams,  BYU  Special  Events  Director, 
also  said  he  was  “convinced  our  system  is  the  best 
for  BYU.” 

He  and  his  staff  are  continually  studying  various 
ticket  policies,  including  random  and  mail  order  dis¬ 
tribution,  he  said.  But  they  haven’t  found  anything 
better  than  the  present  system. 


Hawaii  pineapple  industry 


bolstered  by  Mormon  youth 


Cool,  foamy  surf  drifting  onto  the  beach,  palm 
trees  stretching  for  miles,  bright  flower  lels,  hula 
dancers,  surfers  —  all  are  part  of  a  familiar 
Hawaiian  scene. 


But  another  part  of  Hawaii  familiar  to  many  BYU 
students  and  LDS  youth  between  the  ages  of  16  and 
18  is  the  pineapple  industry. 

Each  year  nearly  800  Mormon  youths,  hired  by 
Youth  Developmental  Enterprises  (YDE)  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  pick  and  plant  the  brown  and  yellow  fruit 
in  Hawaii  during  the  summer  months.  About  8,000 
young  people  have  participated  during  the 
program’s  history. 

Kevin  Steadman,  a  senior  in  public  relations  from 
Taylorsville,  spent  the  summer  of  1976  working  as  a 
supervisor. 

As  a  supervisor,  Steadman  hired  his  own  crew.  “I 
went  through  more  than  1,000  applicants,”  Stead¬ 
man  said,  and  hired  20.  ■ 


between  $600  and  $700  per  summer.  Each  youth 
pays  his  own  way  there  and  back.  Each  also  pays  for 
an  end-of-summer  tour  of  the  islands. 

Room  and  board  facilities  are  provfded  in  the  Dole 
company’s  barracks  at  Lanai  for  $2.75  a  day.  The 
equipment  and  special  clothing  needed  for  picking 
and  planting  are  also  included  in  this  fee. 


Employee  problems 

After  hiring  the  workers,  many  problems  arise. 

“You  get  all  kinds  —  homesick,  don’t  want  to 
work  in  the  rain,  guys  that;  mouth  off  to  you  (that 
you’d  like  to  throw  against  the  wall),  guys  that  don’t 
live  up  to  their  commitments.” 

Besides  working  in  the  pineapple  fields,  workers 
also  participate  in  various  activities. 

“Two  to  three  days  a  week  you’re  involved  with 
sports,”  Steadman  said. 

The  different  groups  divide  up  and  play  each 
other  in  softball,  basketball  or  volleyball.  “The  days 
you’re  not  involved  in  sports  you’re  usually  down  on 
the  beach,”  he  added. 

The  groups  also  celebrate  many  American  holi¬ 
days,  such  as  Christmas,  Thanksgiving,  the  Fourth 
of  July,  Birthday  Day  and  Halloween,  even  though 
some  of  the  holidays  are  usually  not  celebrated  in 
the  summer. 


Record  set 

Bryan  Howell,  a  freshman  from  Spanish  Fork,  set 
a  record  in  1976  for  planting  the  most  pineapples  in 
eight  hours.  He  planted  27,432  pineapple  crowns, 
breaking  the  previous  record  of  25,000  crowns. 

Howell  recommends  pineapple  planting  to  other 
young  men,  but  is  quick  to  add  that  picking  and 
planting  pineapples  is  hard  work.  “I  worked  my  tail 
off,”  he  said.  But  the  real  satisfaction  comes  in 
“setting  out  to  do  something  that  was  hard,  setting  a 
goal  and  accomplishing  it.” 

The  YDE  program  began  in  1971  when  officials  of 
the  Dole  Company  approached  Tom  Wame,  an  em¬ 
ployee  of  the  company  and  leader  of  LDS  youth  in 
the  Honolulu  Stake. 

At  that  time  Hawaii’s  pineapple  industry  was  in  a 
slump  because  of  the  energy  crisis,  an  increase  in 
production  material  costs  and  the  high  costs  of 
labor. 

Because  of  the  need  for  more  seasonal  workers, 
Wame  contacted  LDS  church  officials  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

The  church  assigned  Ross  L.  Olsen,  a  Salt  Lake 
City  salesman,  to  recruit  workers  from  the  Explorer 
program  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  More  than  1,- 
000  applications  were  sent  out  and  198  youths  were 
hired  that  year.

Birthday  celebrations 

Everybody’s  birthday  is  celebrated  on  Birthday 
Day.  Workers  make  presents,  cakes,  decorate  their 
barracks,  exchange  presents  and  put  on  skits,  Stead¬ 
man  said. 

For  Christmas,  the  workers  made  Christmas  trees 
out  of  pineapple  plants  and  put  on  a  play. 

The  Hawaiian  trip  is  not  all  fun  and  games. 
Workers  are  divided  into  groups  while  in  Hawaii. 
Five  people  work  the  afternoon  shift  and  five,  the 
evening  shift. 

The  young  men  earn  $2.45  an  hour  and  average 


Since  1971  Olsen  has  operated  his  own  nonprofit 
corporation  to  coordinate  the  job  of  recruiting,  train¬ 
ing  and  supervising  the  work  for  large  corporations. 
Olsen  now  maintains  a  three-man  office  in  Salt  Lake  • 
City.  It  is  the  largest  private  youth  employment 
agency  in  the  West,  he  said. 

Most  of  the  seasonal  workers  come  from  Utah, 
Idaho,  Wyoming  and  Nevada.  About  35  percent  are 
from  cities  and  65  percent  from  farming  com¬ 
munities. 

Staff  members  come  from  all  the  western  states. 
For  the  most  part,  however,  they  are  BYU  students. 

Olsen  said  importing  mainland  workers  does  not 
take  jobs  away  from  the  local  people  in  Hawaii.  He 
said  the  pineapple  companies  have  tried  for  years  to 
encourage  local  youth  to  become  involved  in 
planting  and  harvesting  pineapples,  but  with  little

PHOENIX  (AP)  —  People  who 
want  to  avoid  serving  on  a  Maricopa 
County  jury  are  advised  not  to 
plead  that  they  can’t  spare  the  time 
away  from  a  lonely  parakeet  or  a 
sick  dog. 

“I  think  I’ve  heard  them  all,” 
said  Marjorie  Jackman,  the 
county’s  jury  commissioner  for  10 
years. 

Mrs.  Jackman  calls  in  1,000  per¬ 
sons  a  week,  who  are  piicked  by 


computer  from  voter  lists  and  paid 
$12  a  day  for  jury  service. 

Some  are  excused  for  pressing 
health,  business  or  personal 
problems.  Others  just  don’t  want  to 
serve  and  often  are  the  ones  who  of¬ 
fer  the  most  “original”  excuses,  she 
said. 

“Jury  duty  is  for  everyone,  so  let 
everyone  serve  and  then  come  back 
to  me,”  wrote  one  man  asking  to  be 
excused.

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Missionary  ciass 
heips  students 
prepare  to  serve

Religion  130,  Fundamentals  of  the  Gospel  must  be 
for  new  LDS  converts,  right?  Wrong. 

The  title  confuses  many  students,  according  to 
Paul  Felt,  LTM  first  counselor  and  course  instruc¬ 
tor.  The  course  is  designed  for  students  preparing  for 
missions. 

In  BYU’s  Class  Schedule,  in  small  print  above  the 
course  title,  are  the  words,  “for  prospective  mis¬ 
sionaries.”  But  the  notice  has  not  seemed  to  remedy 
the  situation. 

“We’re  not  reaching  the  numbers  we  should,”  Felt 
said. 

The  class  began  in  answer  to  LDS  President  Spen¬ 
cer  W.  Kimball’s  plea  for  better-prepared  mis¬ 
sionaries  as  well  as  more  missionaries,  he  said.  It’s 
mainly  for  “the  18-year -old  boy  or  20-year-old  girl  or 
others  contemplating  missions,”  Felt  said. 

The  class  attempts  to  provide  students  with 
“some  in-depth  background  and  feeling  of  principles 
taught  in  the  discussions.” 

Elders  David  Willis  and  Brett  Barrett,  who  left 
the  Language  Training  Mission  last  week  for  the 
Arizona  Holbrook  Navajo  mission,  took  the  class 
summer  term  and  fall  semester. 

“It  gets  you  excited  if  nothing  else,”  Willis  said. 

“When  I  came  out  of  the  class,  I  wanted  to  go  on  a 
missiofi  right  then,”  Barrett  said. 

Every  day  the  teacher  would  ask,  “has  anybody 
got  their  mission  calls  today,”  Barrett  recalls.  “That 
was  neat.” 

One  complaint  many  mission  presidents  often 
have  is  missionaries  come  into  the  field  knowing  the 
discussions,  “but  give  them  without  feeling  or 
testimony.”  This  class  tries  to  remedy  that  situa¬ 
tion,  Felt  explained,  by  motivating  missionaries  to 
gain  a  stronger  testimony  and  to  give  the  discussions 
with  feeling  and  sincerity. 

English  discussions  are  learned  in  class,  but 
Barrett  says  they  are  also  good  for  foreign-speaking 
missionaries  because  they  give  students  a  basic 
familiarity  with  the  discussions. 

“If  we  were  going  to  an  English-speaking  mission, 
we  would  have  had  one  discussion  learned  already,” 
he  said. 

“I’m  surprised  there  aren’t  more  (students)  in  it. 
Even  if  they’re  just  thinking  about  it,  it’s  good  just 
to  be  informed.  It’d  be  good  for  everyone.” 

The  cla.ss  also  provides  the  missionary  spirit,  help¬ 
ing  students  see  that  “without  the  missionary  spirit 
you  just  can’t  teach,”  Barrett  said. 

Felt,  former  New  Mexico-Arizona  Mission  presi¬ 
dent,  said  the  majority  of  teachers  for  the  class  are 
either  returned  mission  presidents  or  men  with  un¬ 
usual  insights  into  missionary  work. 

Teachers  include  former  Korean  Mission  Presi¬ 
dent  Spencer  J.  Palmer,  LTM  President  Max 
Pinegar,  former  Samoan  Mission  President  Wayne 
Shute  and  Grant  Harrison,  director  of  instruction  at 
the  Salt  Lake  Mission  Home. 

Fifteen  to  20  percent  of  the  students  in  the  classes 
are  women.  Women  generally  aren’t  discouraged 
from  taking  the  class  “because  every  member  is  a 
missionary,”  Felt  said.

Grant  stars  as  Johnnie 
Aysgarth,  a  young  man 
who  has  been  cheating, 
lying  and  stealing  since 
his  school  days.  Joan 
Fontaine,  as  Lina  Mc- 
Laidlaw,  captures  his 
heart  and  converts  him 
to  better  ways.  The  two 
elope  and  shortly  after¬ 
ward  one  of  Johnny’s 
friends  is  found  dead. 

Lina  suspects  him  of 
being  the  murderer  and 
fears  she  is  the  next  vic¬ 
tim.  She  interprets 
everything  hter  husband 
does  as  being  suspicious 
and  an  attempt  on  her 
life.  The  plot  has  both 
Grant  and  the  audience 
confused.  Is  he  really  a 
murderer? 


Grant,  as  the  hus¬ 
band,  is  provokingly  ir¬ 
responsible,  boyishly  gay 
and  oddly  mysterious  as 
the  role  demands.  Nigel 
Bruce,  Sir  Cedric  Hard- 
wicke  and  Leo  G.  Carroll 
have  minor  parts. 

Although  the  ending  is

However,  it  wasn’t  until  a  while  later 
when  the  song  was  played  at  a  local 
radio  station  as  a  favor  to  a  disc  jockey 
that  it  was  quickly  consigned  to  obli¬ 
vion. 

In  1966  someone  at  a  Pittsburg  sta¬ 
tion  lifted  it  out  of  a  pije  of  junkie 
records  and  aired  it.  It  sold  more  than 
80,000  copies  in  Pittsburg  within  the 
next  10  days  and  was  rated  number 
one  nationally  three  weeks  later.  The 
Pittsburg  station  had  to  track  James 
down  to  tell  him  the  good  news. 

The  group  signed  with  the  Roulette 
label,  where  it  released  28  singles;  most 
of  them  co-written  by  James  and 
friend,  Bob  King.  All  made  the  Top  40 
and  none  sold  less  than  half  a  million 
copies.  The  group  stacked  up  14  gold 
million-copy  sellers,  along  with  two 
gold  albums  in  less  than  six  years. 

Besides  James’  composing  ability, 
he  performs  as  a  producer  just  as  well. 


He  was  one  of  the  first  artists  to  experi¬ 
ment  with  overdubs.  The  record 
“Crimson  and  Clover”  was  the  first 
song  he  had  written,  produced  and  in 
which  he  played  every  instrument,  as 
well  as  singing  all  vocals.  It  took  him 
five  and  a  half  hours  to  record  it  and  it 
sold  more  than  five  million  copies. 

After  splitting  from  the  group, 
James  signed  on  the  Fantasy  label  and 
released  the  album  “In  ’Touch”  in 
1976.  He  later  released  “Midnight 
Rider,”  which  he  said  is  his  most 
satisfying  album. 

“I’m  sure  it’s  the  most  satisfying 
because  I  was  working  with  Jeff  Barry 
as  my  producer.  I  feel  an  artist  must 
trust  a  producer,  and  Jeff  certainly 
earned  my  trust  and  respect.” 

Jeff  Barry,  along  with  Ellie 
Greenwich,  wrote  the  first  hit,  “Hanky 
Panky.” 

“Midnight  Rider”  has  four  tunes  by 
James  and  four  by  Barry.  Barry’s 
reputation  as  a  writer  and  producer 
results  from  a  long  stream  of  “gold” 
behind  him.  He  worked  with  Phil 
Spector,  wrote  and  produced  the 
Archies,  the  nonexistent  group  who 
just  recorded  and  made  hits.  “Sugar, 
Sugar”  brands  his  name  as  well  as  “I 
Honestly  Love  You,”  recorded  by 
Olivia  Newton-John.  His  golden  oldie 
“Da  Doo  Ron  Ron,”  recently  resurrec¬ 
ted  by  Shaun  Cassidy,  has  provided 
him  success  twice. 

“Seems  like  every  five  years  or  so  I 
write  the  song  of  the  year,”  said  Barry. 
“Tommy  and  I  have  developed  a  great 
rapport.  We’ve  written  some  bitty  lit¬ 
tle  pop  songs  for  ‘Midnight  Rider,’  and 
that’s  the  kind  of  music  both  Tommy 
and  I  feel  most  comfortable  with.  I 
think  a  song  should  be  easy  to  unders¬ 
tand.  To  my  ears,  ‘Midnight  Rider’  is 
right  on  the  money.” 

Although  James  hasn’t  decorated 
the  charts  with  hits '  in  recent  years, 
he’s  still  active  in  the  music  business.

A  real  dog  is  used  in 
the  play  for  Dorothy’s 
dog,  Toto.  “We  have 
been  through  lots  of  dogs  - 
and  finally  found  this 
one  about  two  weeks 
ago,”  Call  said.  “We 
thought  about  using  a 
stuffed  dog  for  a  while, 
but  that  was  really  bad. 
It’s  exciting  to  work  with 
a  real  animal.  That  is 
not  too  often  attempted 
or  achieved.” 

Much  of  the  music  in 
the  play  is  original  com¬ 
position  by  Karen  Null. 
Miss  Null  said  the 
original  script  “did  not 
flow  smoothly.”  She  also 
plays  the  piano  and  cues 
the  five-piece  orchestra. 

The  play  is  a  lavish 
production.  Call  said. 
The  set  alone  cost  $7,- 
000.  “This  is  a  more 
technical  production  of 
‘The  Wizard  of  Oz’  than 
has  ever  been  perfor¬ 
med,”  he  said. 

The  curtain  never 
closes  throughout  the 
play  and  dancers  are 
utilized  to  change 
scenery.  The  funnel  of 
the  tornado  whisks  on 
stage  in  the  form  of  a 
dancer  draped  in 
mealskin  material  that 
hangs  from  a  baton  at 
the  top  of  the  stage.  Four

dancers  in  black  and 
purple  around  her  sym¬ 
bolize  the  debris  that 
always  accompanies  a 
tornado. 

The  tornado  trans¬ 
forms  the  simple  Kansas 
farm  yard  into  a  magical 
world  of  Munchkins  in  a 
few  short  minutes. 

The  land  “over  the 
rainbow”  is  a  dream 
world,  said  Assistant 
Director  Debora  Tholen. 
“All  the  costumes  repre¬ 
sent  flowers,  including 
the  witch,  who  is  a  dead 
tree.  Colors  are  used  ex¬ 
tensively  to  symbolize 
good  and  evil. 

“Everything  the  witch 
touches  or  uses  has  pur¬ 
ple  in  it,”  she  said. 
Everything  in  the  land  of 
Oz  is  green. 

Dorothy,  played  by 
Kay  Hancock,  is  dressed 
in  an  earthy  jean  jumper 
through  the  whole  play. 
“We  want  Dorothy  to 
represent  the  woman  of 
today  dressed  in  denim,” 
Miss  Tholen  said. 
Dorothy’s  plain  apparel 
also  reminds  the 
audience  she  is  a  simple 
farm  girl  in  a  world  of 
make-believe. 

When  the  original  Oz 
movie  was  made  in  1939, 
Judy  Garland  was  har¬ 
nessed  because  she  was 
too  buxom  for  the  part  of 
a  young  girl.  She  later 
sued  because  of  it. 
“Even  though  Miss  Han¬ 
cock  is  not  ‘buxom,’  she 
wears  a  harness  to  make 
her  look  younger,”  Call 
said. 

The  Munchkins  are 
dressed  in  bright  yellow 
dresses  to  look  like  but¬ 
tercups.  They  sit  on

A  world-renowned 
scholar  on  Dante 
Alighieri,  the  author  of 
“The  Divine  Comedy,” 
will  speak  at  BYU  Fri¬ 
day. 

Dr.  Louis  M.  LaFavia 
will  speak  from  3  to  4 
p.m.  in  184  JKB  on 
“Thomas  Aquinas  as  a 
Character  in  Dante’s 
Commedia,”  Philip  J. 
Spartano,  a  professor  in 
the  French  and  Italian 
department,  said. 

Dr.  LaFavia  is  the 
chairman  of  the  Italian 
department  at  the 
Catholic  University  of 
America  in  Washington, 
D.C.  He  is  the  world’s 
expert  on  Dante  com¬ 
mentaries  and  is  in  de¬ 
mand  at  the  best  univer¬ 
sities  in  the  country.  Dr. 
Spartano  said. 

Dr.  LaFavia  has 
received  degrees  from 
five  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities,  including  a  doc¬ 
torate  in  Language  and 
Literature  from  Harvard 
University.  He  has  in¬ 
structed  at  three  colleges 
and  universities. 

Some  of  the  awards 
granted  to  Dr.  LaFavia 
include  the  Van

“The  choreography  in 
the  play  is  designed 
around  the  actor’s  in¬ 
dividual  development  of 
his  character,”  Call  said. 


“We  use  a  lot  of  abstract 
energy.”  Four  me: 


yellow  with 
cobblestone  —  painted 
faces  make  up  the  yellow 
brick  road  that  leads 
toward  the  Land  of  Oz. 
At  the  end  of  the  play 
the  road  dwindles  to  one 
dancer  as  the  adventure 
gets  more  treacherous. 
Miss  Tholen  said. 

Also,  two  of  the  dan¬ 
cers  have  to  make  quick 
costume  changes  so  they 
can  dance  as  the  witch’s 
demons.  Call  said. 

The  wicked  witch  flies 
into  the  play  on  equip¬ 
ment  worked  by  ropes 
and  pulleys.  “It  takes  a 
heavy  crew  to  work  and 
there  is  considerable 
danger,”  Call  said.  “But 
the  effect  is  great.”
